ot Agriculture at Auburn, Ala. 


In the opinion of the committee | 


there is an emergency in the Ameri- 
ban cotton market which calls for in-

‘farm board under the agricultural 
marketing act. Articles of incorpora- 
tion for the new non-stock corpora- 
‘tion to be known as the cotton sta- 
" bilization corporation were filed to- 
day in Wilmington, Del. 
It was indicated at the farm board 
that funds probably aggregating as 
Amuch as $50,000,000 at low govern- 
ment interest rate will be made avail- 
able to the stabilization corporation 
for use in buying surplus cotton.

W. Schley Howard, in 
Scathing Speech, Calls 
for Guilty Verdict on All 
Four Counts. 


Featured by a near physical con-

VICTORY FOR ATLANTA 
SEEN BY RAMSPECK. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Action of Director of the Cen- 
sus William M. Steuart today in or- 
dering the census supervisor to list 
the entire Atlanta population of more 
than 350,000 in reports on the 1930 
enumeration was hailed here today by 
Representative Robert Ramspeck, of 
the fifth Georgia district, as a com- 
plete victory for the city.

Secretary Hyde Lauds 
Hoover Leadership 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 5-—(?)— 
No greater triumph has ever been 
scored in peace-time than the victory 
which Herbert Hoover has won 
against panic, Arthur M. Hyde, secre- 
tary of agriculture, told delegates to 
the republican state convention here 
the unemployment. which 
“threatened to freeze the activities of 
the nation,” has proved to be little 
more than seasonal unemployment, he 
added. 2 

Praising President Hoover as “a8 
man who sees through and beyond 
the immediate travail to the ultimate 
good of the individual,” Hyde com- 
mented at length on each of the fact 
finding commissions appointed by the 
president, and on the accomplishments 
of the federal farm board. 

In speaking of the industrial sit- 
uation following the stock market 
crash, Hyde asserted “there was rela- 
tively little distress.” 

“Industry,” he said, “is co-operat- 
ing: labor is co-operating; cities and 
states are co-operating. The nation 
is back at work, without a panic and 
without a boom. If there is scant 
appreciation of the evils which were 
averted. There is at least a realiza- 
tion that fear has relaxed its grip 


upon the hearts of labor and panic, 
has released the industries of the na- 
tion.” 

Hyde cited the president’s activi- 
ties in calling a conference of lead- 
ers of industry after the market crash, 
and asserted the activities that fol- 
lowed averted a serious unemploy- 
mént situation. 


Rains Help Rangers 
To Quell Forest Fires 


PORT ARTHUR, Ontario, June 5. 
(P)—Aided by heavy rains, forest 
rangers in areas north and west of 
Lake Superior today subjugated tim- 
ber fires which have burned for more 
than a week. - : 

In the areas around Port Arthur 
at the lakehead and at Sioux Look- 
out, 150 miles northwest, drenching 
downpours had halted the most 
threatening fires. Blazes in other sec- 
tions were, for the mdst part, under 
full control. 

Three new fires were reported to- 
day on the east side of Lake Nipi- 
gon, 150 miles northeast of Port Ar- 
thur, and forestry men were sent to 
the scene. No rain has fallen in the 
fire-ridden section along the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway line between 
Dryden and Dyment, but calm 
weather has aided fire fighters and 
no immediate danger is reported.

A presidential boom for Dwight W. 
Morrow, ambassador to Mexico and 
candidate for the republican senatot- 
ial nomination in New Jersey, has 
been launched here. ’ 

With Mr. Morrow occupying a seat 
on the platform at a political rally 
last night, Edward C. Stokes, former 
governor of New Jersey, and Dr. 
John Grier Hibben, president of 
Princeton University, advanced his 
name as a White House possibility.

Atlanta, as he has put money into 
real estate in this city. 

Howard plunged into the realm of 
supposition in order to put a point 
over to the jury. “Suppose this was a 
case of murder and not bribery,” he 
said. “Just suppose I had a boy on 
trial here for murder and that before 
this time I had met one of you and 
said I beard you needed money. Sup- 
pose I just walked over and handed 
you $200 and said it was a loan. 

“Suppose that under those eireum- 
stances you were drawn as a juror 
and had to try the case. Suppose 
that I walked over and sat beside 
that boy and you suddenly knew that 
I was his father. Wouldn't that make 
you feel a little kinder toward my 
boy. Wouldn't that $200 I loaned 
you affect you if it came to the 
point when you had to decide between 
electrocuting that boy and recommend- 
ing him for mercy? Don't you be- 
lieve that the circumstances would 
make you lean toward a recommenda- 
tion for mercy? 

“Volunteer Loaners,”’ 

“I want to ask this question: Have 
any of you gentlemen ever had volun- 
teers come to you and lend you 
money? If sou have, tell me, because 
I want to get around them. I was 22 
years old before 1 knew that $200 
was not all the money in the world.” 

Howard referred to T. L. Taylor as 
a philanthropist “who never took an 
I. U., note or a due bill from 
Saunders, and who has never men- 
tioned ayment.” When Saunders was 
indicted, “they called it a loan,“ How- 
ard said. “You might call Jimson 
weed a lily, but it would smell 
just the same.” 

Howard declared that “the grafters 
run you into a blind alley and prepare 
for the wrath to come.” He said that 
Saunders “may not have asked Tay- 
lor for a loan, but he made a broad 
hint. It was like the Decatur street 
car was coming along and you were 
waiting for it and I came up and told 
you I would ride that car if I had a 
dime.“ 

The special prosecutor said that 
when water is stirred and muddied.

Not All Crooks.

The clash between Wilson and Boy- 
kin followed persistent reference to 
the solicitor general by Wilson as 
“His Majesty Boykin.” 

After the defense counsel used the 
remark several times the solicitor gen- 
eral rose and asked Judge Moore to 
direct Wilson to discontinue. 

“If-the counsel wants to make it 
a personal matter we'll go cutside,” 
the solicitor general said.

Thereupon Wilson turned to the 
jury again and announced he was go-

Wilsen opened his argument with

Raps Grand Jury. 

Going into what he termed a “re- 

view of the history of the graft cases,” 


Wilson made a bitter attack on So- 


licitor-General Boykin and the grand 
jury. He declared that the graft 
probe seemed to lag along in last De- 
cember, after the papers had carried 
“box car letters” about it. “The gov- 
ernor is the only man who can grant 
a pardon or excuse crime, and the 
solicitor allocated to himself a power 
not his when he offered to grant and 
guarantee immunity,” Wilson said. 
“That was a stab at the heart and 
fountain head of justice.

seen in a courtroom . . this man

Wilson referred to Boykin as “Im- 
munity John, with a proclamation 
ealling on the thieves, perjurers and 
liars to come and 33 and de- 
clared. that “it is the duty of the 
state and the defense to produce only 
the highest and best evidence.”

He said that the solicitor bad re- 
ferred to the immunity pledge as a 
matter of expediency, and declared 
that the invasion of neutral Belgium 
by the German kaiser also was a 
“matter of expediency.” 

LeCraw Objects. 

Wilson charged that the “defense

THE SOUTH AND WEST IDEA. 

The lowa republican primary re- 
sulted in the nomination for United 
states senator of Representative 
Dickinson, a Hawley-Smith tariff 
standpatter.

But every new suggestion of such 
a concert of economic and political 
interests meets with an emphatic 
rebuff in the west. 

There ought, by this time, to 
have come to southern democratic 
leaders common sense enough to 
stop their cooperative efforts with 
the westerners. There are no iden- 
tical interests between the people 
of the south and the west other 
than the general interests of limited 
lines of agriculture. The greater 
farm interests of the west are so 
peculiarly regional as to have little 
incidence in the south except to 
increase the prices of those prod- 
ucts which our own agricultural 
inertia compels us to buy from the 
west. 

The logical economic and politi- 
cal alliance for the southern people 
is with the eastern and midwestern 
people. With them we have ten 
times the daily intercourse and co- 
operation that we have with the 
western people. Their industries 
take most of our natural products 
and supply most of our daily needs, 
so that a wise economic concert, 
at least, between southern and 
northeastern interests seems the 
sensible and profitable one to culti- 


vate. 


SAME OLD COTTON PROBLEM. 

The crop reporting experts of the 
federal department of agriculture 
estimate that the cotton acreage of 
the south is not decreased this year 
more than $ per cent when at least 
10 per cent was recommended as 
needful to insure a profitable crop. 

In one recent year the southern 
cotton growers produced, in round 
figures, 18,000,000 bales and sold

AN EVOLUTING PROPHECY. 


Nearly fifty years ago The Con- 
Stitution editorially deprecated a 
speech made to an audience of 
former Confederate soldiers by Jef- 
ferson Davis, then lately the presi- 
dent of the ill-fated Confederate 
States. In that speech Mr. Davis 
said of the cause over whose bloody 
career he had presided: The 
cause is not lost; it is only sleep- 
ing.“ 

In the parlous political day when 
that remark was made there was 
fear that it might be misconstrued 
and assailed as an incitement by 
Mr. Davis to the southern people 
to keep alive their hopes for a sep- 
arate southern nation. It after- 
wards was made plain that the 
great southern leader had no such 
purpose hidden in his speech. 

Now it is quite obvious that the 
statement quoted was 2 seer’s 
prophecy of things to come. To- 
day the non-separatist principle of 
state's rights, which was the real 
core of the secession adventure, is 
coming into life and taking front 
rank as a governmental issue of the 
near future. So that “cause” was 
not permanently lost by the col- 
lapse of the southern confederacy. 
It has been “sleeping” while an- 
cient sovereign rights of the states 
have been sapped from them by 
usurpations of congress and su- 
preme court rulings. 

A present view of our highly 
centralized federal government is 
warning the conservative people of 
the nation that reverse levers must 
be thrown in the government mech- 
anism and old essential rights of 
the states recovered to them—and 
the sooner the better for the states 
and the federal system.

Pan- 
Europe would mean the economical 
unity of 300 million persons, and is 
the only means by which agriculture 
in Europe can be saved, as a Pan- 
Europe would be supplied with wheat 
by the eastern European countries in- 
stead of importing it from America 
and Australia. In Count Coudenhove- 
Kalergi’s opinion the aeroplane must 
bring about the unity of Europe, as 
the railway trains brought about the 
unity of Germany.

BAD TONSILS STOLEN WHILE 
YOU WAKE. 

An accomplice conceded there might 
be something in all I had said (and I 
had said considerable) about the dia- 
thermy extirpation of tonsils and the 
scandal of tonsillectomy. Not being 
familiar with the technic of diathermy 
extirpation he did not feel competent 
to pass judgment, but he believed he 
could steal the average patient’s ton- 
sils without subjecting the patient to 
any of the risks or serious annoyances 
or ordinary surgical tonsillectomy. 1 
said “Yeh?” or words to that effect, 
so my medical friend invited me to 
his clinie. 

He first determines whether the pa- 
tient’s gagging reflex is very active, 
by inserting a tongue depresser and 
noting how the patient reacts to it.

Then after waiting 10 minutes the

NEW YORK, June 6.—(4)—Fur- 
ther easing of credit conditions’ pro- 
vided an imyctus to gilt-edge bonds 
in the listed bond market today. Trad- 
ing broadened during the afternoon 
and the tone of the domestic section 
was considerably improved as for- 
eign bonds continued broad and firm, 
The volume was $1,700,000 more than 
yesterday. 

For the second day in succession 
Boston and New York bill rates were 
pared 1-8 of 1 per cent, although 
time and call money rates continued 
unchanged. The expectation in some 


quarters that the spread between bill 
rates and money rates would 


be ad- 
justed by the New York Federal 
Reserve was not realized, as the bank 
directors announced no change in the 
3 per cent rediscount rate at their 
meeting late this afternoon. 

First to show the stimulating ef- 
fect of the tonic were United States 
government which found new lire 
after days of dullness. The turnover 
was the largest of the week with Lib- 
erty fourth 4 1-4s, and treasury 


4 1-2 accumulated extensively. Lib- 
erty fourth 4 1-4s established a new 
high for the year and treasury 4 1-4s 
gained more than 1-4 of a point. 
United States governments now are 
close to 1930 high levels. 

Numerous issues in all three de- 
partments of the domestic list felt 
the stimulus of the broadened ac- 
tivity. Heaviest trading was in 
American Telephone 5s, National 
Dairy 5 1-4s,. Erie 5s, Pennsylvania 
4 1-2s, which gained from 1-8 to 
5-8, and a few convertible issues 
which were irregular. As a whole 
the improvement among atilities and 
the better grade industrials was bet- 
ter than in the rails. 


The purchase of foreign bonds for | 


investors abroad continued on a wide 
scale but price appreciation with a 
few exceptions was small, German 7s 
and German Bank issues were firm: 
Belgian and French issue gained 
from 1-8 to 1-2, but other leading 
European governments made no head- 
way. 

The market had little competition 
from new securities today. vol- 
ume, amounting to about $2,000,000, 
was especially light. Further explana- 
tion of the slow progress of the mar- 
ket during May is given by the an- 
nouncement that new bond offerings 
in the month were the greatest of the 
year, totaling $630.921,000, nearly 
twice those of May, 1929.

The contract in question dat- 
ed to the time when President Hoo- 
ver. then foou administrator, and the 
war industries board stabilized the 
prices of cotton seed products. 

Linters, cotton fibre from cotton 
seed used for high explosives, was 
among the products upon which prices 
were fixed. 

Under a contract with the mills the 
army agreed that at the end of the 
d all produced 
within 30 days would be paid for. 

At a conference with mill repre- 
sentatives in December, 1918, the 
army gave them one hour in which to 
accept the proposal that it would take 
all linters baled and ready to ship if 
the representatives would sign an 
agreement releasing the army from 
obligations under the previous con- 
tract. The representatives agreed but

later contended duress. 

One case was taken to the supreme 
court by the mill owners, and Justice 
Stone, while upholding a lower court's 
decision of no duress, said in an 
opinion that if the signing of the con- 
tract meant financial embarrassment 
it could be construed as having been 
obtained under duress. 

On a remand, another case—the 
present one—was brought before the 
court of claims which ruled the war 
department’s action did involve “legal 
duress.” The court further held the 
millers were entitled to restitution for 
their losses. 

No appeal has yet been made.

Senor Adolfo Luque, the pride ot 
Cuba, sat on the Brooklyn bench not 
five feet away as his boss launched 
this flattering tribute to his  pitch- 
ing. He winked at your reporter in 
an embarrassed sort of way. 

“Yes, sir,” rambled Robinson. And 
do you know why? It’s because old 
Adolph can put the ball where he 
wants to put it. He keeps his nerve 
in the pinches and never loses his con- 
trol. That gives him a great edge over 
the anxious hitter who finds himself 
compelled to hit what old Adolph 
wants him to hit.” 

LIFE OF REILLY. 

Again, I caught Luque's eye. Again 
came that quick embarrassed wink. 
Don Adolfo is living the life of Reilly 
these days. After 10 years of toil 
for the weak-hitting Cincinnati Reds, 
he finds himself pitching for a ball 
team that goes out and gets him some 
runs. Over a decade in Cincinnati, 
he pitched amazingiy effective ball 
and lost more games than he won. If 
he allowed the opposition two runs, 
Cincinnati would invariably be held 
to one. If he held the opposing team 
to one run, the Reds would frequent- 
ly obtain nothing but a long string 
of horse collars. 

REAL PITCHING. 

Already this season, the Kobins 
have given Luque 16 runs in one 
game, 15 in another, 10 in a third 
and in a fourth. In one game, 
it is true, the Senor was extended.

Schmeling is as smart as a fox and he seems to understand 
that che fighting type will nevee look as good in training as the 
boxing type. In fact, the way they look in training is no sign of 
how they will look under fire in the ring. Three of the worst look- 
ing training camp fighters any one ever saw were Gene Tunney, 
Mickey Walker and Benny Leonard. 
recall several of Tunney’s friends leaving Stroudsburg’ as blue as 

indigo. ‘His sparring partners were cuffing him around and he had almost 
nothing to show. But he knew what he was about. 

When Jack Dempsey saw Mickey Walker in training on the 
coast for the first time he refused to believe such a terrible look- 
ing fighter could be Walker.

The customers have a very good rec-

and, considering the recent secret his- 
tory of the heavyweight championship, 
the character of the persons who in- 
terest themselves in the business af- 
fairs of the ring nowadays and the 
outcome of the last two heavyweight 
elimination contests, I should estimate 
that the customers’ chances of receiv- 
ing an even break are about 1 to 10. 

I understand that Mr. Sharkey is 
a very devoted husband and father, a 
church-going devotee of his religien, 
a well-behaved Boston suburbanite and 
the owner of a pretentious home with 
a full equipment of authentic New 
England antiques and a four-car ga- 
rage. This is hearsay, but I have no 
reason to doubt it and am willing to 
accept it all as the truth fer whatever 
it may be worth. 


RECORD AGAINST SHARKEY. 


But I also understand from my own 
observation of the young man in sev- 
eral training camps and prize fights, 
that he is a foul-mouthed, hysterical, 
frontrunning blatherskite and I cannot
